Eniwetok Atomic Tests May Lead to H-bomb Development 
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WASHINGTON, May 25—(/Pi—Tho United States announced to­ 
day it had “successfully’’ carried out atomic tests at Eniwetok in­ 
cluding some experiments that may lead to H-bombs. 
The tests were announced jointly by the Atomic Energy Com­ 
mission and defense department. 
They included the blast and heat effects on “structures, aircraft 
and various other items’’ as well as measurem ent of radiation from 
the weapons. 


The announcement said: 
‘The Atomic Energy Commission and the departm ent of defense 
today notified President Trum an a program of atomic weapons tests 
has been successfully carried out by joint Task Force 3 at the com­ 
mission’s proving ground at Eniwetok atoll. 
“Lieutenant General Elwood R. Quesada, USAF, commands 
JTF-3, composed of personnel from the AEC, Army, Navy, Air Force, 
and from educational and industrial organizations. Dr. Alvin C. 


Graves of the Los Alamos laboratory is scientific deputy comman­ 
der of JTF-3. 
“As previously announced, test activities at Eniwetok are under 
security restriction including those of the Atomic Energy Act. 
In­ 
formation obtained from research on nuclear detonations, the major 
purpose of the tests, is secret. In furtherance of the president's an­ 
nouncement of January 31, 1950, the test program included experi­ 
ments contributing to therm onuclear weapons research.

The cost of living has practically 
come to a standstill for the first 
time since the outbreak of 
the 
Korean w ar last June. 


That statement is based on a 
report by the government’s B u ­ 
reau of Labor Statistics ((B L S ) 
which every month puts out fig­ 
ures on living costs in this coun­ 
try. 


Because of the work needed to 
gather the figures and appraise 
them. This B L S report is always 
a month behind. 


So this latest report shows what 
happened to living costs between 
March 15 and April 15. Using a 
new B L S formula, it showed this: 
Living costs in that period rose 
only one-tenth of one percent, the 
smallest increase in any month 
since June, 1950, when the K o ­ 
rean fighting started. 
The figures which go into this 
report are gathered by employes 
of B L S 
in 56 cities. Prices in 
one city usually differ a bit, up or 
down, from any other city. 
So, while the cost of food in 
one city may be higher or lower 
than in another, B L S has to fig­ 
ure what the average price is on 
all the items it checks. 
For that reason housewives in 
a city where food is high may be 
surprised to learn that, for the 
country as a whole, food prices 
dropped two-tenths of one per­ 
cent in the month from March 
15 to A pril 15. 
(Chief reason for the food price 
drop was lower prices in fresh 
fruits and vegetables. Frozen food 
prices dropped one percent. Eggs 
went down two 
percent. 
Meat 
prices went up one-tenth of one 
percent because while prices dip­ 
ped on chickens and pork, they 
went up on beef, veal, lamb and 
fish.) 
But the B L S -- in figuring the 
cost of living in general -- checks 
on more than food. As part of the 


cost of living it also includes these 
major items: clothing, housefur- 
n.shings, fuel, electricity and re­ 
frigeration; miscellaneous g o o d s 
and 
services, 
such 
as theater 
prices, carfare, doctor bills, hos­ 
pital rooms: and rent. 


And this is what the B L S had 
to say on those things for 
the 
month: clothing -- up tyo-tenths 
of one percent; housefurnishings-- 
up one-half of one percent; 
fuel, 
electricity 
and 
refrigeration -- 
down one-tenth of one percent; 
miscellaneous goods and services 
-- up two-tenths of one percent; 
and rent — up 1.4 percent. 


If you want to know where we 
stand on living costs in general, 
the following figures may be of 
some help: 


Living costs now are the highest 
in history. In figuring living costs 
in recent years B L S had to choose 
some period when prices 
were 
considered 
fairly 
stable. So it 
chose 1935-39, which it calls the 
base period. 


Living costs now are 84.6 per­ 
cent above that base period. You 
can understand how living costs 
have risen in recent years, par­ 
ticularly since O PA began to die 
in 1946 and its controls were tak­ 
en off in June of that year. This 
w ill show how: 


For most of the time between 
the 1935-39 period and 1946, be­ 
cause of war emergency, O PA sat 
on price1-'. Between that base peri­ 
od and 1946 living costs went up 
only 33 Uz percent. But now’ they 
are 84.6 percent higher than that 
base period. 


O PA was revived thus year un­ 
der another name — Office 
of 
Price Stabilization (O P S ) — and 
slaped its controls on prices late 
in January after the great up­ 
surge, following the Korean out­ 
break in June, 1950. Here 
are 
some figures on w’hat happened: 


Between June 15, 1950 and April 
15, 1951 living costs went up 8*2 
percent. In that period food went 
up about l l percent, clothing a 
little over IO percent, rent 3.2 per­ 
cent, fuel, electricity and refriger­ 
ation 3*2 percent, and housefur- 
nishings -- which increased more 
than anything else in price -- up 


14.6 percent 
Miscfefieanous serv­ 
ices rose in that period 6 percent. 


From Jan. 15, 1951 -- O PS con­ 
trols went in on Jan. 26, 1951 — 
until April 15, 1951, living coeds 
rose 1.7 percent. In that 
period 
this was the increase on the vari­ 
ous items: 


Food -- up 1.7 percent; clothing 
--up 2.6; rent -- up 1.4; fuel, elec­ 
tricity and refrigeration -- up one- 
half of one percent; housefurnish- 
ings -- up 2.1; miscellaneous items 
--up 1.5 percent. 
(B L S recently changed the way 
; it figures its living costs to ac- 
j count for changed buying habits, 
| and now’ issues two tables. The 
later one is called the new index. 
That was the one followed here. 
I The old index w’ould have shown 
there was no increase at all be- 
I tween March and April, not even 
I one-tenth of one percent.)

a feeling of generalized sickness 
are also present. 
The most diffi­ 
cult symptom to control is the J 
itching of the rash, which may be | 
I severe. If the sores are scratched, 
j a blood infection may result, as 
I well as permanent scarring. 


Troublesome Disease 


In Qlder people, chickenpox is 
likely to be a more troublesome 
I disease, 
with 
more 
prolonged 


symptoms and a longer course. 
The itching in these cases is 
most distressing, and the scratch­ 
ing, secondary infection and the 
scarring are extremely difficult to 
control. 
With this in mind, some 
investigators administered peni­ 
cillin to a group of patients with 
chickenpox. 
Another group did 
not receive the penicillin. 
It was 
noted that in the group to whifh 
the penicillin was administered, 
there was a marked reduction in 
the amount of itching. 
The pa­ 
tients 
had a great 
increase in 
comfort and did not feel as sick 
as the patients who did not re­ 
ceive the penicillin. 


Previous Cases 
The period of fever accompany­ 
ing the disease was reduced about 
50 percent in 
comparison with 
previous cases not 
treated with 
penicillin. 
Those who were ad­ 
mitted to hospitals had their stay 
reduced by 33 per cent. No cases 
of scarring developed in the group 
treated with the penicillin.

man rather than the Anglo-Sax­ 
on manner. He believed not in the 
sovereignity of the individual — 
-- who possesses inalienable rights 
--but 
rather that 
sovereignty, 
vested in the .state, gives to the 
state well-nigh unlimited pow­ 
ers over the 
individual, If the 
state can do 
anything, it 
can, 
from a practical 
standpoint, do 
no wrong. This is what Holmes 
said on this point: 
“ Sovereignity is a form of pow­ 
er, and the will of the sovereign 
is law because he has power to 
compel obedience or punish dis­ 
obedience and for no other rea­ 
son. The limits within which his 
will is law then, are those with­ 
in which he has, or is believed to 
have power to compel or punish.” 
As father Ford says: 
“ It is clear that in a system 
in which law and rights are bas­ 
ed essentially on physical power 
the divorce between the 
legal 
order and the ethical or 
moral 
order iii complete , . ” 
And therein lie most of our 
troubles today, although we have 
a tendency to seek some tangible 
reason, such as that Dean Ache­ 
son is incompetent or Alger Hiss 
Was a Russian agent. While such 
explanations may apply to these 
two men, they do not give us the 
clue to the general debacle in 
manners and morals. They do not 
explain the apathy of 'he people 
ut the face of outrageous corrup­ 
tion. 
We need to probe the problem 
more deeply and it 
must be in 
the realm of ideas, for a people 
are what they believe and they 
Bet as their assumptions permit 
them to. A people who believe 
in a moral system based 
upon 
natural law--that is the reveal­ 
ed law' of God--will act 
verv 
differently from a people who be­ 
lieve thus statement of Holmes 
“ 
the law is full of phrase­ 
ology drawn from morals, and 


by the mere force of language 
continually invites us to pass from 
one domain to the other without 
perceiving it, as we are sure to 
do unless we have the boundary 
constantly before our minds. The 
law talks about right, and duties, 
and malice, and intent, and negli­ 
gence, and so f<j>rth, and nothing 
is easier, or, I', may say, more 
common in legal reasoning, than 
to take these w'ords in their mor­ 
al sense, at some stage of the ar­ 
gument, and so to drop into fal­ 
lacy. For instance, when we speak 
of the rights of man in a moral 
sense, we mean to mark the limits 
of interference with individual 
freedom which we think are pre­ 
scribed by conscience, or by our 
ideal, however 
reached....mani- 
festlv, therefore, nothing but con­ 
fusion of thought can result from 
assuming that the rights of man 
in a moral sense are 
equally 
rights in the sense of the consti­ 
tution and the law... ” 
And further he says: 
“ .for my own part. I often 
doubt whether it would not be a 
gain if every word of moral sig­ 
nificance could be banished from 
the law altogether, 
and other 
words adopted which should con­ 
vey legal ideas uncolored by any­ 
thing outside the law....” 
When morality is banished from ■ 
the law, all sense of right dis­ 
appears as well. Precisely what • 
difference is there, between the ; 
concepts of Hitler and Stalin and ! 
those of Oliver Wendell Holmes' 
All three set so temporary an 
arrangement as the power of the I 
government of the moment a- 
bove all moral concepts -- that 
is, against the entire experience 
of the human race. 
And in this tone have many 
of our most important men been 
educated.

; gain did the Jews turn back af- 
j ter idolatry; never again did they 
I forsake the faith of their fathers; 
I never again did they look lightly 
j on their national or racial identity 
I and destiny. 


P r o p h e t of D isa ste r 
Tile prophet of disaster is never 
popular, and Jeremiah was no ex- 
I caption to the rule.
